With President 


Opinio n Is Div ided, Repo rt 
Sa y s, As to Rea ctio n o f 
Messa g e fo r Pa rty 
Unity . 


Washington, Jan. 9 (ZP)—^Demo­ 
cratic congressmen were div ided 
today in their reaction to Presi­ 
dent Roosev elt’s Jackson Day ap­ 
peal for party u nity behind Lib­ 
eral principles. 
Most of the Conserv ativ e mem­ 
bers, declining to be q u oted by 
name, made it clear they believ ed 
the chief ex ecu tiv e had not Ad­ 
v anced Democratic solidarity by 
his declaration: 
“If there are nominal Demo­ 
crats who as a matter of prin­ 
ciple are conv inced that ou r par­ 
ty shou ld be a Conserv ativ e par­ 
ty —a Democratic tweedledu m to 
a Repu blican tweedledee—it is on 
the whole better than the issu e 
be drawn within the party , that 
the fight be fou ght ou t, and that 
if the tweedledu ms are defeated 
they join the tweedledees.” 
Mr. Roosev elt added in, the 
nex t breath that “the prospects 
of su ch a fight are far more re­ 
mote than members of the op­ 
position wou ld hav e y ou believ e.” 
Nev ertheless, some old-line Dem­ 
ocrats contended the party label 
was broad enou gh to cov er per­ 
sons who did not see ey e to ey e 
with the president on all issu es. 
Administration followers, on 
the other hand, praised the pres­ 
ident’s inv itation for “nominal 
Democrats” to join the Repu bli­ 
cans and his inv itation to all 
v oters who “preach the Liberal 
gospel” to band together for 
common serv ice, irrespectiv e of 
party . 
The president’s speech, deliv ­ 
ered Satu rday night at a $100-a- 
plate Democratic fu nd-raising 
dinner here, was his first pu blic 
political discu ssion since the No­ 
v ember election. 
It recognized the Repu blican 
congressional 
gains, declaring 
that party had retu rned to a po­ 
sition where it “can no longer ex ­ 
cu se itself for not hav ing a pro­ 
gram on the grou nd that it has 
too few v otes.” 
His plan for a u nion of Liberals 
followed along the lines of his 
speeches du ring the 1938 cam­ 
paign, in which he u nsu ccessfu lly 
sou ght to defeat three Demo­ 
cratic senators for renomination. 
One of that trio, Senator George 
of Georgia, was in the au dience 
Satu rday night bu t did not ap­ 
plau d. Neither did he make any 
comment afterward.

How far upward can the national debt, which 
soon will have reached almost 45 billion dollars, 
be i ushed without seriously impairing the na­ 
tion’s credit and causing appearance of the twin 
evils of finance — inflation and repudiation?

The social value of the New Deal is not the fun­ 
dam ental issue.

There must be a limit somewhere. And the 
more cautious observers are virtually agreed that 
the limit has just about been reached.

At the solicitation of President Ebert and with 
the co-operation of Major General Henry T. Al­ 
len, they carried on until 1924, feeding a million 
children daily . 
The gentle Quakers, no doubt, are very amus­ 
ing people, especially to chaps of the Goebbels 
ty pe, to whom all that is merciful and kindly is 
alien.
